SEAGIRT, N. J., July §—Gov. Wil- 
scn’s yraind is still like an “open 
book,” to quote him exactly, on his 
choice for chairman of the Demo- 
eratic.

Gov. Wilson received this afternoon a 
telegram from A. L. Harty, secretary of 
the Democratic State Committee of Mis- 
souri,.announcing that a party of Mis- 
souri delegates to the Baltimore con- 
vention would visit him tomorrow after- 
noon. The party is now in New York. 
The Governor replied that he would be 
glad to see them. 

William G. McAdoo of New York, 
who was mentioned as a _ possible 
choice of Gov. Wilson for treasurer 
of the committee, held a long con- 
ference’ with the Governor today. At 
it- conclusion the Governor said that 
McAdoo’s name had not been sug- 
Rested. to him in that connection, and 
thdt Hé had no chofte at present for 
the place.

Eugene Prince Will Become Citi- 
zen When President Signs 


Resolution. 


WASHINGTON, July 5. Eugene 
Prince, the “‘man without a country, 
will become a citizen of the United 
States when the President signs a reso- 
lution which the Senate passed today. 

Prince is the son of John Henry 
Prince, and both father and son were 
born in Russia, although the grand- 
father was an American whose family, 
Senator Lodge assured the Senate, had 
lived in Massachusetts since 1643. 

The law protected the father, but not 
the son, in his rights of citizenship. He 
was neither an American citizen nor a 
Subject of the Czar, nor was even in 
a position to be natpralized. The House 
pest a joint resolution uncondition- 
ally admitting him to “the character 
and privileges of American citizenship’ 
and the Senate today acted favorably.

The presiding Judge today reud a long 
list of gq ons for the jury to 
answer, in order to establish who 
were the instigators of the murder 
of Gennaro Cuoccolo and Maria Cutinel- 
li Cutecolo in June 1906; who were the 
material executors of the crime, who 
were the accomplices dnd who were 
simply members of the criminal associa- 
tion.

In an Oarless Skiff, 

Brennan, who has had little experi- 
ence in handling boats, jumped into an 
oarless skiff and pulled first his mother- 
in-law and then his sister-in-law into 
it as they came to the surface. 

Members of the Noonan, O’Connor and 
Brennan families had spent the day at 
the lake. Brennan and other men in 
the party hired a boat and rowed while 
the women and children remained on 
shore. 

When the men landed, the women ex- 
pressed a desire for a boat ride. O’Con- 
nor tried to dissuade them but Mrs. 
Noonan, Mrs. O’Connor, Mrs. Brennan 
and her 6-year-old daughter, May, got 
into the boat with Brennan as oarsman. 

Tells of Experience. 

All went well until they reached 
Wipke’s landing. Brennan stepped from: 
the boat first with his wife and daugh- 
ter. When Mrs. O’Connor attempted to 
follow, she caught hold of an upright 
on’ the landing and leaned her weight 
against it, causing the boat to move 
away from the landing and throwing 
her into the water. 

Mrs, Noonan tried to grab her daugh- 
ter as she went over the side, This cap- 
sized the boat. 

Mrs. O’Connor told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Friday that her mother fell on 
top of her and that she felt the wefht 
on her shoulders as she went dewn the 
first time. 

“I cotld plainly hear the cries of my 
brother-in-law, my daughter and others 
on the landing,’’ said Mrs. O’Connor. 

Unconscious an Hour. 

“When I came to the surface, I saw 
my mother a few feet from me. Be- 
fore I could scream, I went under 
again, The sensation as I went dowh 
the second time was most pleasant. 
It was like sinking into a sweet 
sleep. I can’t remember what hap- 
pened after that until I became con- 
scious on the landing, which they told 
mé was an hour later,” 

Brennan was quick at’ the work of 
rescue. Jumping into another skiff, he 
leaned over the side and graspéd his 
mother-in-law when she came to the 
surface and pulled her over the. side. 
She was unconscious. Laying her in 
the bottom of the boat, he turned just 
in time tb clutch Mrs. O’Connor by the 
hair when she came to the surface a 
second time.

NEGRO S SHOT BY 
PATROLMAN AFTER 
APRIZE FIGHT ROW 


Probationary Sees Crowd Firing 
Revolvers, Gets Off Car and 
Wounds Fugitive. 


VICTIM DENIES ANY WRONG 
Alleged to Have Pointed Pistol, 


but None Is Found—Johnson 
Partisans Taunt Whites. 





Probationary Patrolman Edward Ben- 
der of the Dayton Street District shot 
and seriously wounded George Mitchell, 
@ negro coal dealer of 2356 Chestnut 
street, in an alley between Pine and 
Chestnut streets, near Jefferson avenue, 
at 1:45 a. m. Friday. 

Witnesses say the shooting followed 
a revolver duel between white men and 
negroes precipitated by a quarrel over 
the outcome of the .ohnson-F lynn prine 
fight. 

The negro who was shot denies he 
had any part in the disturbance. Po- 
liceman Bender alleges the negro point- 
ed a revolver at him, but no weapon 
was found on Mitchell or near the place 
where the shooting occurred. 

Saw Negroes Firing Revolvers. 

Bender, according to his report to 
Chief Young, was.on a southbound Jef- 
ferson car. At Jefferson avenue and, 
Pine street he saw a crowd of negroes 
on the northwest corner firing revol- 
vers toward the southeast corner, where 
a group of white men stood. Bender 
says he jumped from the car, and the 
negroes scattered, one of them running 
into the alley. Bender followed. He 
says the negro got behind a telegraph 
pole and leveled a revolver at him. Ben- 
der fired, the bullet entering the negro’s 
abdomen. dite: 

Bender reported that while he was 
taking Mitchell to a patrol box to call 
an ambulance, a negro woman in the 
crowd attacked him and tried to tear 
his clothing. John Heitz, white, ran to 
the Laclede Avenue Station and told 
Lieut. Hoffman that Bender was being 
handled roughly by the crowd. A wag- 
on load ‘of policemen was sent to the 
scene and order was restored. 

At the city hospital it was said Mitch- 
ell had little chance to recover. He 
denied he had a revolver, and said he 
was walking through the alléy on his 
way home‘when Bender shot him with- 
out warning. 

Negroes’ Tauiit Starts Row. 

Motorman White and Conductor Greg- 
ory verify Bender’s statement that ne- 
groes on the corner were shooting, but 
they did not see what happened in the 
alley. 

Detectives sent out on the case were 
told by persons in the neighborhood that 
the trouble started when negroes 
taunted a party of white men because 
of Johnson's victory over Flynn. Oné 
of the negroes is said to have been 
stabbed before the shooting began. 


SENATE VOTE NEAR | 
IN LORIMER CASE 


Speeches on Right to Seat Prob- 
ably Will Delay Ballot Set 
for July 6. 


WASHINGTON, July 5.—Senator : 
Myers of Montana, who was ready to 
speak on the Lorimer election case to- 
day, waived his right to speak that the 
naval appropriation bill might be taken 
up, and will speak tomorrow, when the 
contest over the junior, Dllinois Sen- 
ator’s right to his seat Swill enter its 
last stage. 

The Senate has senses to vote on the 
case finally on the “legislative day of 
July 6,"" but, as many speeches are to 
be made, including one by Senator Lor- 
imer, the vote probably will not be 
reached before the middle of next week. 

On a point of order, Senator Bristow 
today eliminated from the navy appro- 
priation bill the provision to revive 
the ranks of Admiral and Vice-Admiral 
for the commanders-in-chief of the At- 
lantic and Pacific fleets. The Kansas 
Senator declared the present purpose of 
such legislation was to paye the way 
for retiremeht on increased pay.

Tries to Réscue Boy and Girl

and her two children,.a boy of 12 and 
a girl of 10 years, were drowned, in Long 
Island Sound near their home after Mrs. 
Ross had made a vain attempt to save 
the children. Returning home late -at 
night after spending the day on, an 
automobile trip. Ross found the bodies 
of his wife and children on the. beach, 
where they had been left by the re- 
ceding tide.

He sald the chauffeur put on the brake 
for an instant, then speeded up again, 
in escaping after the accident He de- 
nied that he had told Fair to speed the 
machine away, but did not assert that 
ne had given him any other direction. 
He said he had meant to tell his mother 
when he got hime, but that the detect- 
ives were there ahead of him. 

Lester Ferguson, a Page line motor- 
man, took the machine’s tag number 
from his car, and this enabled the police 
to trace the machine. He was a wit- 
ness, as was Fred Boedeker, who said 
the machine was going so fast he could 
not distinguish the number. 

Charles P. Johnson, representing the 
cnauffeur, accompanied him to the Cir- 
eulc Attorney’s office.

Bill Provides Convention Shall 
Name If There Is No Major- 
ity Vote for President. 


20 STATES WOULD RATIFY 


Representation in Simultaneous 
Party Meetings Would Be 
Based on State Vote. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 5.—Representa- 


tive Norris of Nebraska, progressive Re- 
publican, today introduced a bill which 
he declared would remedy the evils of 
presidential primaries. 

In a prepared statement he declared 
that “recent events have clearly demon- 
strated how it is possible for a well- 
regulated and well-oiled political ma- 
chine to trample underfoot the wishes of 
the rank andsfile of any political party.” 

The Norris bill provides for a national 
convention for each party the fourth 
Monday in June in every ‘presidential 
year.”” In the convention eacho State's 
representation would be based on the 
party’s strength in the state. 

Delegates to the convention would be 
elected at primaries to be held in May, 
the result of the primaries being certi- 
fied by state officials to the Secretary 
of the Interior, who would canvass the 
votes. , 

Voters would express a first and sec- 
ond choice for presidential candidates 
and the candidates having a majority of 
the first-choice votes, as canvassed by 
the Secretary of the Interior, would be- 
come the nominee of his party. No 
action by the convention in regard to 
the nominee would be necessary unless 
none of the candidates received a ma- 
jority, in which case the convention 
would nominate. The bill would not go 
Into effect until its provisions had been 
accepted and laws in conformity with 
it passed by at least 20 states.

It still is remembered by old 
St. Louisans that, at the time of the 
great Sanitary Commission Fair, held 
in St. Louls under the management of 
the late James E. Yeatman to raise 
funds to help the war-time sick and 
suffering, little Nellie Grant, then 9 years 
old, played the role of “‘the old woman 
who lived in a shoe’’ in a sketch pre- 
sented by children as a feature of the 
fair entertainment. 

Mrs. Nellie Grant Sartoris visited St.

DEMOCRATIC PLANK. 

E declare it to be a funda- 
W mental principle of the Demo- 

cratic party that the Federal 
Government under the Constitut{on 
has no right or power to impose or * 
Collect tariff duties except for the 
Purpose of revenue, and we demand 
that the collection of such taxes 
shall be limited to the necessities of 
government honestly and economi- 
cally administered. 

The high Republican tariff is the 
principal cause of the unequal dis- 
tribution of wealth: it is a system 
of taxation which makes the rich 
richer and the poor poorer; under its 
operations the American farmer and 
laboring man are the chief sufferers; 
it raises the cost of the necessaries 
of life to them, but does not protect 
their product or wages. The farm- 
er sells largely in free markets and 
buys. almost entirely in the pro- 
tected markets. In the most highly 
protected industries, such as cotton 
and wool, steel and iron, the wages 
of the laborers are the lowest paid 
in any of our industries. We de- 
nounce the Republican pretense on 
that subject and assert that Amert- 
can wages are established by cem- 


petitive conditions and not by the 
tariff. 


We favor the immediate downward 
revision of the existing high, and in 
many cases prohibitive, tariff duties, 
insisting that material reductions be 
speedily made upon the necessaries 
of life. Articles entering into cpmpe- 
tition with trust-controlled products 
and articles of American manufac- 
ture which are sold abroad more 
cheaply than at home, should be - 
upon the free. list. 

We recognize that our system. of 
tariff taxation is intimately connect- 
ed with the business of the country, 
and we favor the ultimate attainment 
of the principles we advocate by 
legislation that will not injure or de- 
Stroy legitimate industry. 

We denounce the action of Presi- 
dent Taft in vetoing the bills to re- 
duce the tariff in the cotton, woolen, 
metals-and chemicals schedules, and 
the farmers’ free list bill, all of 
which were designed to give imme. 
diate relief to the masses from the 
exactions of the trusts, 

The Republican party, while prom- 
ising tariff revision, has shown by 
its tariff legislation that such re- 
vision is not to be in the people’s in- 
terest, and having been faithless in 
its pledges of 1908, it shouldtno longer 
enjoy the confidence of the nation. 
We appeal to the American people to 
support us in our demand for a tariff 
for revenue only.

‘Steel Trust’ and the ‘Harvester Trust,’ 
Financial giants like Perkins, Hanna 
and Munsey contributed to his cause, 
His was characterized by a riotous 
expenditure of money. Yet he has 
made no public accounting.

' The St. Louis roll of Independence day 
casualties for 1912 was about the same 
as that of the same holiday in 1911. For- 
ty-six accidents were reported, most of 
which carried the notation, “Not seri- 
ous."” The number of eccidents for the 
previous year was 43. 

Dispatches: state that in other large 
cities, strict enforcement of ordinances 
against the sale of fireworks kept the 
accidents to a minimum. Such acci- 


dents as occurred were mostly of the] 


sort that would happen on any holiday 
when many persons are traveling about. 

In smaller places, conditions showed 
less improvement over those of a few 
years ago, and three fatalities were in- 
cluded in the nation-wide roll of casya]- 
ties.

400.

TERMINAL REVOK 
PLEDGE FOR USING 
ONLY ITS BRIDGES 


Its Decrees Eliminate Agreement 
for Perpetual Traffic Over 
Own Structures. 


TO GO TO COURT MONDAY 


Crow, Government Counsel, 
Will Object—Interstate Com- 
mission Is Recognized.

The power of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to regulate 
charges of the Terminal Raflroad As- 
sociation, the right of any railroad to 
use the facilities of the Association 
on payment of its portion of expenses 
and charges and. injunction against 
the billings of freight intended for 
St. Louis and East St. Louis are made 
parts of a plan for the Terminal As- 
sociation’s reorganization under the 
opinion of the United States Supreme 
Court. 

General Counsel T. M. Pierce, H. &. 
Priest and other attorneys repre- 
senting the Terminal and the. pro- 
prietary roads will submit the plans 
to Judge Triber, sitting in chambers 
in the United States District Court, 
Monday. 

Edward C. Crow, special counsel for 
the Government in its suit to dissolve 
the Terminal, which was sustained by 
the Supreme Court, has copies of the 
plans and is formulating his opinions 
to them. He refused Friday to make 
public his objections, saying he would 
announce them to the court... 

Two Plans to Be Submitted. 

The attorneys for the Terminal will 
submit two plans to Judge Trieber, but 
the only difference is a question wheth- 
er the decree to be entered by the Court 
should contain clauses enjoining the bill- 
ing of freight to East St. Louis, and 
enjoining the Terminal from making any 
special or arbitrary charge for use of 
its facilities by other roads. 

One plan holds that these should be 
included in the decree. The other holds 
that they shall be added to the agree- 
ment under which railroads are per- 
mitted to become members of the asso- 
ciation. 

Judge Priest told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that it did not matter to the 
Terminal which of the two plans is ac- 
cepted, the result of both is the same, 
and that the only question between theni 
is a technical legal one as to the form 
the decree should take, 

The first section of the plan provides 


i that the section of the agreement be- 


tween the Terminal and the railroads 
which provides that no road shall be ad- 
mitted to the association withdut unan- 
imous consent of all roads in the asso- 
ciation, shall be stricken from _ the 
agreement, 


Suit in Case of Disagreement... 
In place of this, the plan would sub- 


stitute séctions of the agreement per- 
mitting any road to become a member 
“upon such just and reasonable terms 
as shall place such applying company 
upon a plane of equality in respect to 
benefits and burdens of the parties.”’ 
It also would add a section permitting 
any road the use of terminal facilities 
upon such terms as shall place it.on as 
nearly equal terms as possible -with 
members. In case of disagreement, the 
plan provides, a suit shall be instituted 
in the United States District Court to 
determine on what basis a road shall be 
admitted. 

The second portion of the plan 
strikes from the agreement the 
pledge of members to forever use the 
Terminal’s bridges for all traffic and 
freight business entering St. Louis 
over the Mississippi River. 


The third portion adds to the 
agreement a provision that every 
agreement between the Terminal and 
the railroads which is in conflict with 
the terms of the new agreement are 
cancelled and yoid. 

The fourth portion provides that 
“traffic destined to St. Louis or points 
beyond shall not be billed to East St. 


Louis or other junction points and : 


then rebilled to St. Louis or points 
beyond unless so directed by the 
party controlling the traffic.” 

It ig also provided that “The Ter- 
minal shall not make any special or 
arbitrary charge for the use of its 
terminal facilities in respect to traf- 
fic originating within the so-called 
100-mile area about St. Louis, that is 
not equally and in like manner ap- 
plied in respect of all other traffic 
of a like character originating out- 
Side that area.” 

The plan closes with a provision 
that nothing in the decree shall be 
deemed as in any way affecting the 
power of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to regulate Terminal 
charges,

BRYAN BELIEVES 


Party’s Position Cl Clearly Stated, 
Says Nebraskan, Ready for 
Chautauqua Season. 





WILL WORK FOR TICKET 





Cannot Begin Active Speaking 
Until September — Calls 
Marshall Strong Man. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHICAGO, July 5&.—‘‘The enthusiasm 


with which the Wilson ticket has been 
received means the election of Wood- 
row Wilson as President of thé United 


States next November,” said William 
J. Bryan. ‘The principal issues, I be- 
lieve, will be the tariff, the trusts and 
the money question, 

“In estimating a plurality of 2,000,000 
votes over Taft I was not counting on 
a third party. That might reduce the 
plurality some, and yet not much, be- 
cause many Republicans will vote for 
Mr. Roosevelt who would not be willing 
to vote for a Democratio candidate. 
That will largely reduce Mr. Taft's 
vote. Taft will be the contender for 
the Roosevelt vote, not Gov. Wilson. 

“T have read Gov. Osborn’s declara- 
tion, but I do not expect so large a pro- 
portion of support from the Republican 
progressive leaders as from the rank 
and file of the party. This campaign 
will be more like the campaign of 1904 
except that Gov. Wilson will represent 
the fighting force in the campaign. Mr. 
Roosevelt’s campaign will be directed 
toward weakening and breaking the 
Taft lines. He may drive some of our 
fase wirarstn Democrats over to Mr. Taft, 
but with our platform and ticket he 
cannot expect to bring many progres- 
sive Democrats to himself. 

Party Position Clearly Stated. 

“The party’s position is clearly and 
strongly stated on all questions. We 
put the tariff question first and the 
trust question second. The single term 
for the presidency is going to attract 
a great deal of attention and also the 
declaration favoring a direct primary. 
One of the best planks in our platform 
is the one declaring for the’ popular elec- 
tion of national committeemen, the com- 
mitteemen to begin service when elect- 
ed. This change will prevent hold-over 
committeemen from organizing a con- 
vention. 

“The tariff, which is responsible for 
the high cost of living, will be the main 
issue.” 

‘Commenting on the vice- presidency, 
Col. Bryan said: 

“Acting as a delegate, I did what I 
could to se¢ure a candidate fof the vice- 
presidency Who would add strength to 
the ticket. 2 favored Burke or Cham- 
berlain for two reasons: First, because 
they live in a section where Republican 
progressives are strongest, and I 
thought that either one would give us 
several states in the Northwest. Both 
are excellent men and their records 
commend them; second, North Dakota 
and Oregon started with Wilson in his 
opposition to Parker for temporary 
chairman, and that was the turning 
point in the convention. 

“However, while I think Burke or 
Chamberlain would have brought more 
votes to the ticket, Marshall ig a pow- 
erful man on the stump and h&s an ex- 
cellent record. I can support him heart- 
ily, and it goes without saying that I 
shall do all I can for the ticket. I can- 
not begin active political speaking until 
September. The time between now and 
then will be .devoted to Chautauqua 
work. This is my busy season.”’ 

Watterson’s Cheerfualn 

Speaking of Col. Watterson’s predic- 
tion that the third party will succeed, 
Col. Bryan said: 

“Col. Watterson’s predictions have not 
been all true, but if such a miefortune 
as he predicts shall overtake us, I hope 
the Lord will givé us strength to bear 
it with more cheerfulness than ‘Varse’ 
Henry bears his, 

He said he had talked with Gov. Wii- 
son Over the telephone, but that the 
message was merely one of cbngratula- 
tion. One curious perscn asked why 
‘Gov, Wilson had not publicly congratu- 
lated him as he had others. 

“I suppose he did not think it neces- 
sary. I did not think it necessary,” was 
the reply.

A suspicion that all was not as her 
husband tn America represented it led 
Mrs. Walter Kruza to leave her home 
in Poland to come to St. Louis, several 
months ago. On her arrival here she 
found he had another wife and she has 
caused his arrest in South Bend, Ind., 
on a charge of bigamy. 

Mrs. Kruza and her 2-year-old son are 
with friends at 1400 North Eighth street. 
These friends employed a lawyer, Wil- 
liam J. Grodzki. to look after the 
woman’s interests. It was through 
Grodzki that Kruza, his second wife 
and the second wife's baby, were traced 
to South Bend. 

Mrs. Kruza, who is 24 years old, says 
she and Kruza, who is 25, were married 
in their native country when she was 
19. She has brought affidavits and a 
marriage certificate. 

Her husband came to America soon 
after their baby was born, she said, 
and promised to send for her as soon 
as he could earn the money to do so.

About a 
year and a haif ago, however, Kruza’s 
letters began to come irregularly and 
finally ceased altogether. 

AS soon as she got enough money to 
get her into this country, the wife start- 
ed for St. Louis, She ran out, of funds 
before she reached here, but charitable 
countrymen aided her. When she did 
reach St. Louis she could find no trace 
of her husband. 

She began to hear rumors, however, 
that he had been paying court to Miss 
Katrina Grabowski of St. Louis, whom 
both had knownein Poland. Investiga- 
tion revealed that Miss Grabowski had 
gone to South Bend. 

Grodzki foltowed her there. Grodzki 
says he learned she and Kruza Had 
been married by a civil magistrate after 
a priest had declined to officiate, and 
that they have a baby a few weeks old. 
Kruga was arrested Saturday and at a 
preliminary examination was held for 
trial Aug. 9.

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CONQUERING MOUNT McKINLEY. 

After prior failures, Prof. Herschel C. Parker 
of Columbia 
climbed Mount McKinley in Alaska. He is already 
one of the most experienced of mountain-climb- 
ers, having scaled half a dozen of the Canadian 
Rockies after an apprenticeship on the classic 
stunts in Switzerland. 

While we permitted the Duke of Abbruzzi to 
conquer stubborn. old Mount, St. Elias in 1897, 
America was for a time credited with the more 
notable conquest of Mount McKinley. The credit 
mark was indignantly erased when certain rev- 
elations in the life of Dr. F. A. Cook were made 
and his book on the subject was removed from 
the authentic bibliography of mountain-climb- 
ing. Since then, Alpenstock experts all over the 
world have directed a fascinated attention at 
this tempting peak. But five mountains higher 
than its computed altitude have ever been 
climbed, two in the Andes and three in the 
Himalayas. By its 20,464 height in the air, 
Mount Blanc, the Jungfrau and the Matterhorn 
are dwarfed, none of the three exceeding 16,000 
feet. 

The first on top of Mount McKinley and the roof 
of the continent will be of great celebrity in the 
Alpine guild. Repeated past fiascos, the very 
imposture of Dr. Cook itself showing that the 
difficulties are enormously greater than was even 
supposed, will add distinction to the feat. Hope 
that the report as to Prof. Parker is true is 
strengthened by information as to 1912 condi- 
tions and a knowledge of Mr. Parker’s elaborate 
The mildness 
of the past winter in Alaska may have modified 
former difficulties. Late in April, the date of 
the last prior report from him, he had already 
made - encouraging progress and believed he 
would succeed. 

After Mount McKinley the great first-on-top feats 
will remain in the southern hemisphere, in 
South America, India and the newly discovered 
ranges of the Antarctic. continent. ;

In this 
State there are always some thousands 
of men in the penitentiartes and county | 
jails living in absolute idleness. In the 
penitentiaries only a few are allowed to 
work to provide’ clothing, ete., for the 
inmates. The rest sit in idleness, be- 
coming more and more révengeful, and 
so far from fitting themselves in any 
way for good citizenship, are counting 
the days until they may make further 
assaults on the law. THis is proved by 
the fact that a great majority of the 
inmates are serving at least a second 
term.

JAPANESE GIRL

OST of the Japanesé marriages 

@re still planned by parents. 

But the wishes of the young 

people are considered by father 

and mother before they take any de- 

cided step. It is not necessary to obey 

the wish of parents the matter of 

matrimony, but it is a disloyalty to 

marry without their consent or against 
their wishes. 

A young men picks out his mate, who 
may not be known to his parents, but if 
the girl is of good character and is ap- 
proved by them the rest goes as smooth- 
ly as can be. In case his parents object 
to the girl on some ground or other, and 
there is no way of persuading them to 
consent to the marriage, either the mar- 
riage is stopped or the son disinherited. 

In Japan both. young men and girls 
can propose, and the nymber of pro- 
posals by each sex is about the same. 

The marrying age of the Japanose 
girls is from 18 to 2%. Those who are 
not marrie€ when they reach 2% years 
of age are not regarded as eligible, anid 
would probably have no chance of mar- 
rying. But old maids are almost un- 
known in Japan. 

Every young man of moderate means 
is supposed to marry before he is % 
years old, and the marrying of men over 
80 is very rare. Just as there is no 
old maids in Japan, there are very, very 
few old bachelors, and there is abso- 
lutely no women-hater. 


The marriage ceremony is solemn, but 
very simple, and is held in the bride- 
gtoomn’s house or that of his facher. 
Only the relatives;and few close friends 
of the bride and bridegroom attend the 
ceremony. It consists in the drinking 
of wine nine times by the bride and 
bridegroom. They drink three times, 
out of three different caps, and then 
they use the same cups; Other pcopie 


iat the ceremony do not drink at all. 


n all marriages, the parents of the 
Jung couple select @ man or a couple 
whom they know and trust as the “mid- 
dieman,” although he has no actual 
hand in the arrangement of the mar- 
riage. But to this middleman all diffi- 
culties and differences that might arise 
between the young couple are brought, 
and his advice and decision are final. 
This man or couple presides at the wed- 
ding. 

There is no réligious ceremony in a 
Japanese wedding, and there ig no men- 
tion of religion or God. After the cere- 
mony the couple report their marriage 
to the City Clerk, who makes a rec- 
ord of it. There is no marriage license 
in Japan. 

During the feudal period when the 
class distinction was strict, the mar- 
riage took place only between the 
people of the same class, but since 
the Restoration there is no class re- 
striction, and. marriage is free be- 








tween people of all ranks and oc- 
cupations. There are & great num- 
ber of Japanese mafrying 

wives. Many of those who married 
foreign women are occupying high 
official position in the Government 
and ate in the best society of the 
country. 

An interesting fact about the for- 
eign wives of the Japanese, is that 
only @ very few of them are Amefi- 
can women. German, French, En- 
glish and other European women 
make very happy marriages with the 
Japanese, but it is seldom that @& 
Japanese marries an American Wém- 
an, and it is still more seldom tliat 
they are happy in t 
Even those Japanese w are in this 
country seldom marry American 
women, while a large number of 
Japanese in thia country marry Eu- 
ropean women every year. 

It is difficult to point out the rea- 
son why marriage between the Jap- 
anese and the American women is 
rare, and why they are not happy 
after their marriage; but the differ- 
ence of the idea about the éuty and 
position of a wife between thes® two 
countries is one of the main reasons 
for the unhappy ending of the mar- 
riage of a Japanese man and an 
American woman,

No Inquiry Wanted. 

“The feeling prevailed however, 
that no need for an inquiry had 
arisen and that none would be ord- 
ered unless fresh charges should 
be made. 

“Little attention was given to poli- 
aoe and additional advices were 

received by banking interests and 

ers to the effect that the coming 
campaign would likely have scarcely 
any effect upon the general business 
of the country. - 

“This view was based on the 
theory that business men everywhere, 
after a long period of small orders 
and meager profits, were too much 
taken up with attending to the in- 
creased demands of théir customers 
to give much attention to vague dis- 
cussions concerning the possible com- 
plications of the campaign. 

“From various Western cities came 
reports of real betterment in many 
lines, while the continued release of 
orders for new equipment for the 
railroadg showed that many ‘traffic 
maragers were counting’ upon han- 
dling a large volume of business next

The bottom fell out of the wheat 
market Friday, a heavy selling move- 
ment by: both longs and shorts drop- 
ping prices nearly 2 cents a bushel 
before the decline was checked. Even 
then only a feeble rally came, and 
resulted entirely from an oversold 
condition, 

Everything in sight was bearish. 
Further rains fell in the northwest, 
and the entire spring wheat territory 
is blooming like a garden spot. 

In the southwest the winter wheat 
harvest is progressing more rapidly 
than anticipated by the most rampant 
bears, and unless the unforeseen 
happens, and exceedingly wet weather 
develops to delay the shipments, the 
manipulation of the July option in 
Chicago will find themselves deluged 
by a run of new wheat for delivery 
on contracts at the end of the month. 

Nature has completely double-crossed 
the ‘‘crop killers’’ and market manipu- 
lators, who have endeavored to double- 
cross the “dear public’ with a spring 
wheat crop scare—as they did with 
the winter-killing scare three months 
ago. The public refused to take the 
bait, however, and it remains to be seen 
how the bull interests in Chicago will 





wriggle out of their predicament.
